Mr.  Chairman 9 Ladies  Sc  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 967 . This 
is  my  twentieth  annual  report,  the  first  having  been  issued  for  the 
year  1947  when  the  austerities  of  wartime  still  cast  a shadow  over 
the  country  and  most  commodities  were  unobtainable.  Felixstowe,  in 
those  days,  was  just  beginning  to  take  stock  of  the  situation  and 
to  examine  the  possibilities  of  reviving  its  prewar  popularity  as 
a seaside  health  resort.  There  was  practically  no  industry  of  any 
magnitude  and  the  dock  was  mainly  concerned  with  the  ferry  service 
to  Harwich  and  a little  coastwise  trade. 

The  intervening  years  have  seen  very  great  changes,  not  only 
in  the  material  sense  but  also  in  the  outlook  of  the  population. 
Building  restarted  early  after  the  war  but  a setback  occured  when 
the  East  Coast  Flood  in  1953  devastated  the  south  end  of  the  town 
with  heavy  loss  of  life. 

The  expansion  of  the  docks,  the  introduction  of  light  industry 
and  the  drive  to  supply  a sufficiency  of  houses  have  had  their  effect 
and  a bustling,  forward  looking  spirit  is  now  a noti cable  sign  of  the 
times. 

The  town  has  always  enjoyed  a well  deserved  reputation  for  healthy 
surroundings  and  this  has  been  maintained  during  the  past  year. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Council 
and  their  officers  for  their  continuous  help  and  support  during  the 
year.

Population,  Births  & Deaths 


It  will  be  seen  that  the  steady  increase  in  the  Population 
of  Felixstowe  continued  in  1967  when  the  population  rose  to  19450* 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  corresponded  closely  to  the  rate  for 
England  & Wales  while  the  General  Death  Rate  was  well  below 
the  national  average. 

All  the  figures  for  1967  indicates  that  the  healthy  growth 
of  the  town  is  being  well  maintained. 

Causes  of  Death 

In  1967  the  deaths  totalled  261,  which  is  the  same  as  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  Inspection  of  the  table  of  Causes  shows  the 
detailed  comparison  of  the  two  years. 

In  1967  there  was  an  increase  in  the  main  groups  of  causes. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  causes  as  a group  increased  by  13*  It  will 
be  seen  that  while  malignant  disease  of  the  lung  was  slightly  down 
the  deaths  from  malignancy  in  the  female  breast  were  increased. 

Deaths  due  to  the  smaller  and  numerically  less  important 
groups  showed  a smaller  decrease. 

Infectious  disease  was  responsible  for  only  one  death  during 
the  period.  This  was  a case  of  Tuberculosis  in  an  aged  person. 

Deaths  from  violent  causes,  accidents  and  suicide  were  the  same  as 
for  last  year. 

Notifiable  Disease 

The  table  of  notifications  shows  that  with  the  exception  of 
measles,  which  accounted  for  more  than  250  notifications,  the  incidence 
of  notifiable  disease  was  negligable  during  1967  and  there  was  a 
complete  absence  of  the  serious  major  infections. 

As  I have  mentioned  in  previous  reports  measles  has  been  selected 
as  the  next  disease  to  receive  intensive  preventative  attention.  A 
measles  vaccine,  after  prolonged  trials  and  tests  has  been  put  into 
use.  Hopes  are  high  that  it  will  eliminate  this  troublesome  complaint 
but  it  is  too  early  to  be  certain  about  the  completeness  and  duration 
of  the  protection. 

The  number  of  TuberculOBie  cases  on  the  register  fell  by  5 during 
the  year.  This  decrease  in  what  was  once  a very  prevalent  malady  has 
continued  over  a number  of  years.

It  will  he  observed  that  during  1 9^7  most  forms  of  immunisation  gained 
in  popularity.  In  some  measure  this  may  be  due  to  an  increasing  awareness 
of  the  value  of  protection  especially  in  an  age  when  the  mobility  of  the 
population  has  increased  the  hazards  of  infection  being  spread. 

Housing 

The  general  housing  situation  continues  to  improve  in  Felixstowe. 

Much  of  the  old  and  substandard  accommodation  has  been  swept  away  or  is 
in  the  process  of  elimination  while  fresh  accommodation  is  becoming  available. 

If,  as  is  anticipated,  trade  and  industry  continues  to  expand  in 
Felixstowe  the  need  for  more  extensive  planning  will  have  to  be  envisaged 
to  provide  for  future  needs. 

The  development  of  the  improvement  area  in  Walton  will  be  a realistic 
step  towards  improving  that  area  of  the  town. 

Felixstowe  is  well  provided  with  caravan  sites  for  holidaymakers 
but  so  far  has  no  residential  sites.  Although  I am  doubtful  about  the 
need  for  this  latter  type  of  site  in  Felixstowe  there  is  a strong  body  of 
opinion  in  the  Country  in  favour  of  residential  sites  situated  within 
convenient  roach  of  industrial  centres.  With  regard  to  holiday  camping, 
however,  I feel  that  we  perhaps  grant  too  few  facilities.

Water 


The  high  degree  of  purity  of  the  town’s  water  supply  has 
been  well  maintained  and  the  quantity  available  has  been  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  community. 

The  mains  water,  which  is  rather  hard  has  shown  no  evidence  of 
plumbo solvency  at  any  time. 

In  my  report  for  19 66.  I drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
mineral  fluoride  content  was  well  below  the  optimum  for  a domestic 
supply.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Council  has  already  requested 
the  County  Council  to  arrange  for  this  deficiency  to  be  made  up, but, 
so  far,  that  body  has  not  acceded  to  the  request.  However,  a recent 
communication  from  the  Minister  of  Health  reiterates  the  importance  of 
this  measure  and  encourages  one  to  think  that  a further  approach  to 
the  County  Council  will  have  a more  satisfactory  outcome.

Mr.  Chairman, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  environmental  health 
in  the  Urban  District  for  1967?  including  information  requested  in 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/68. 

An  endeavour  has  been  made  to  present  a balanced  and  informed 
picture  of  the  work  done  during  the  year.  Viewed  comprehensively, 
local  environment  standards  are  highly  satisfactory  even  when  measured 
alongside  the  townfs  taken-for-granted  reputation  for  cleanliness. 

On  the  housing  front,  private  house-building  is  buoyant  but, 
with  the  public  sector  trailing,  the  formation  of  an  active  local 
Housing  Association  may  be  one  way  of  broadening  the  range  of  homes 
available  to  the  less  affluent.  It  is  a pity  that  effective  progress 
on  the  Queen  Street  Redevelopment  Area  apparently  waits  upon  Ministerial 
decision ^ for  Planning  and  Government  Authorities  were  originally 
consulted  on  the  merits  of  the  scheme  in  1963* 

Expansion  of  the  docks  continues  apace.  Disquieting, therefore, 
is  the  failure  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  give  a ruling  as  to  the 
limits  of  jurisdiction  of  the  Harwich  Port  Health  Authority.  The  request 
was  first  made  four  years  ago  when  Customs  and  Excise  evidence  fixed  the 
boundary  as  low  water  mark,  Harwich  Harbour.  Mercifully,  the  impasse 
has  not  been  totally  unproductive.  Out  if  it  has  come  a new  games  Roll-on, 
roll-off  nUltra  Vires”. 

I am  grateful  for  the  support  given  me  by  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  and  Council  and  for 
the  help  of  fellow  colleagues  on  the  staff,  and  am  especially  indebted 
to  Mr.  Yarham  and  Mrs.  North  for  their  invaluable  assistance  and 
excellent  services.

NUISANCES 


A petition  complaining  of  loss  of  sleep  and  annoyance  due  to  pile- 
driving operations  at  the  docks  was  delivered  to  the  Department. 
Representations  to  the  site  contractor  evoked  an  assurance  that  the 
volume  of  noise  would  be  kept  do wn  to  a minimum,  especially  at  night- 
time. Resolution  of  the  problem  was  complicated  by  a pressing  time- 
table for  completion,  and  the  vagaries  of  the  tides.  Pitching  of  the 
piles  could  not  be  done  at  high  tide  so  that,  with  the  labour  force 
available,  the  noisy  second-stage  operation  of  pile-driving  had  to  be 
done  at  this  tide,  which  meant  pile-driving  on  some  nights. 

A number  of  complaints  alleging  smell  nuisance  from  the  docks  were 
made.  The  nuisance  was  ascribed  to  effluvia  from  ethyl  acrylate  in  a 
holder  tank.  Remedial  measures  undertaken  included  the  constant  and 
continuous  application  of  a water  spray  to  the  external  surface  of  the 
tank  and  the  construction  of  a static  water  seal  around  the  base.  Ethyl 
acrylate  is  both  toxic  and  highly  flammable.

SOIL  and  TETANUS 


Research  in  the  regional  distribution  of  tetanus,  the  incidence  of 
the  causal  organisms  in  different  soils  and,  the  resistance  of  wild  strains 
of  Cl*  tetani  to  antibiotics  is  taking  place. 

Nine  samples  of  local  soil  were  submitted  for  examination.  Only 
one  of  the  samples  yielded  Cl.  tetani,  the  strain  of  which  was  fully 
toxigenic  and  sensitive  to  penicillin  and  tetracycline. 

Apparently  the  isolation  of  Cl.  tetani  from  soil  is  by  no  means 
easy  and  its  presence  in  a specimen  might  easily  be  missed. 

Incidentally,  during  the  year,  the  Oxford  coroner  conducted  inquests 
on  two  women  who  had  both  died  after  contracting  tete^nus  through  scratches 
received  while  working  in  their  gardens. 


5. 


CLEAN  AIR 


There  are  five  industrial  furnaces  in  the  Urban  District, three 
of  which  and  their  chimneys  were  given  prior  approval  under  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956.  All  but  one  furnace  are  using  smokeless  fuels  or  are 
so  automatically  fired  as  to  operate  continuously  without  emitting 
smoke.  Pour  complaints  of  black  or  excessive  smoke  amissions  were 
investigated  during  the  year. 

The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)( Vessels)  Regulations,  1958 

These  Regulations  make  it  an  offence  for  a vessel  in  inland  water 
ways  or  port  and  harbour  waters  to  emit  dark  smoke  for  longer  than  a 
specified  period.  No  contraventions  were  observed  during  the  year. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 


Main  Supplies 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  by  the  Ipswich  Corporation  Water 
Undertaking,  being  purified  by  means  of  sedimentation,  filtration  and 
chlorination. 

Samples  of  water  taken  and  examined  during  the  year  are  classified 
in  Table  3?  and  confirm  that  treatment  was  in  all  respects  satisfactory.

HOUSING 

Ensuring  that  houses  are  fit  for  occupation  is  an  important  function 
of  a public  health  inspector,  and  involves  not  only  repair,  rehabilitation 
and  modernisation  but  the  closing  and  demolition  of  houses  which  cannot 
be  made  fit  at  reasonable  expense.

Table  6 summarises  action  taken  under  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  individual  houses  found  to  be  seriously 
defective  or  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  action  considered 
appropriate  depends  on  the  individual  circumstances  of  each  case. 

The  Council's  decision  to  purchase  fit  and  unfit  houses  ahead 
of  clearance  has  illumined  the  long  accepted  general  principle  in 
legislation  that  a house  which  is  unfit  and  incapable  of  being  made 
fit  at  reasonable  expense  has  no  value  at  all.  Nowadays,  it  is  not 
uncommon  for  the  difference  between  market  value  and  site  value  of 
constitutionally  identical  fit  and  unfit  houses  to  be  as  high  as 
£2,000  or  more.  Critics  think  that  local  authorities  should  acquire 
property,  whether  fit  or  unfit,  only  at  its  market  value.  Logically, 
this  would  mean  a fit  dwelling  being  bought  at  full  market  value  and 
an  unfit  dwelling  at  this  figure  less  the  estimated  cost  of  making  it 
fit | a figure  which  would  be  much  higher  than  the  site  value  paid  for 
such  a property  at  the  present  time. 

Modern  local  high-rise  flats,  constructed  on  the  structural 
frame-infilling  panel  principle  with  large  areas  of  glass,  many 
vertical  joints  and  backward  sloping  canopies  and  balconies,  had  their 
baptism  of  frost,  cold  winds  and  driving  rain,  with  the  result  that 
condensation  and  penetration  dampness  disfigured  internal  decorations 
and  furnishings.  Although  remedial  works  alleviated  conditions,  and 
condensation  is  as  much  a product  of  occupational  habits  as  constructional 
characteristics,  the  question  whether  artistic  design  is  being  emphasized 


at  the  expense  of  functionalism  must  be  asked.

Although  the  number  of  private  "controlled"  tenancies  in  the  town 
probably  does  not  exceed  400  and  is  dwindling  each  year,  the  time  when 
their  rents  should  be  regulated  in  accordance  with  the  fair  rental 
provisions  of  the  Rent  Act,  19^5?  is  perhaps  overdue.  In  fact,  there 
is  a body  of  opinion  which  thinks  that  all  rents,  including  those  of 
Council  dwellings,  should  be  fixed  in  this  way,  any  hardship  being 
alleviated  by  Ministry  of  Social  Security  Supplementary  Benefit  payments. 

No  doubt  this  would  result  in  some  housing  authorities  showing  a handsome 
surplus  on  their  revenue  account.  Amending  legislation,  it  is  suggested, 
should  permit  such  surpluses  to  be  used  to  finance  future  local  house- 
building and  improvement  programmes. 

It  is  an  offence  for  a private  landlord  unlawfully  to  evict  or 
harass  a tenant  or  to  receive  any  premium  in  connexion  with  the  grant, 
renewal  or  continuance  of  a tenancy.  "Premium"  is  so  defined  as  to  include 
any  other  pecuniary  consideration  in  addition  to  rent.  Two  cases  alleging 
harassment  and  one  unlawful  eviction  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department,  and  resolved  informally.  Tenants  citing  the  handing  over  of 
premiums  - the  sum  of  £500  was  mentioned  in  one  instance  - were  advised 
to  get  in  touch  with  solicitors.  Nine  tenants  of  dwellings  let  on  a 
weekly  basis  were  found  to  be  without  rent  books.  Landlords  promptly 
made  good  the  omission  on  being  notified. 


9. 


HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 


About  200  houses  in  the  town  are  multi-occupied.  The  accommodation 
has  been  adapted  rather  than  converted^  conversion  involving  the  provision 
of  self-contained  units.  Seme  sharing  of  amenities  and  services  inevitably 
occurs,  means  of  escape  from  fire  are  rarely  ideal  and  rents  tend  to  be 
high.  Few  of  the  tenants  and  landlords  seem  to  have  heard  of  the  maximum 
charges  fixed  by  the  Eastern  Electricity  Board  for  the  resale  of  electricity, 
for  shared  meters  proliferate. 


HOUSING  IMPROVEMENT 


Two  Compulsory  House-Improvement  Areas  have  been  defined  and 
declared  under  the  Housing  Act,  1 9^4 • Particulars  of  the  Area  declared 
during  the  year  are  recorded  in  Table  8 and  of  the  compulsory  improvement 
of  dwellings  outside  this  area  are  in  Table  9*  An  Improvement  Area  is 
one  which  contains  dwellings  lacking  one  or  more  of  the  standard  amenities 
but  at  least  half  of  which  are  capable  of  improvement  to  the  full  standard. 

During  the  year,  40  applications  for  standard  grants  were  received 
and  35  of*  them  approved.  The  average  cost  of  a bedroom/bathroom  conversion, 
including  the  provision  of  a water  closet  and  a satisfactory  food  store, 
amounted  to  £288,  and  of  similar  outbuilding  conversion,  including  the 
same  extra  amenities,  £625*  These  costs  represent  increases  of  12 $ and 
1 6%  over  the  previous  year. 

The  sweeping  away  of  unfit  houses  incapable  of  repair  is  important. 

None  the  less,  the  relative  economics  of  clearance  and  redevelopment  on 
the  one  hand  and  repair  and  modernisation  on  the  other  should  be  carefully 
compared.  Academic  studies  have  demonstrated  that  it  now  costs  on  average 
about  £1,000  to  repair  and  modernise  a house  and  about  £3,000  to  build  a 
new  one.  And  this  general  rule  that  it  is  cheaper  to  repair  and  improve 
than  renew  is  true  even  when  the  shorter  life  of  the  assets  poured  into  the 
improvements  is  relevant. 

There  are  two  major  deficiences  in  existing  legislation  respecting 
compulsory  house  improvement  s'  there  is  no  single  set  of  powers  for  securing 
the  simultaneous  repair  and  modernisation  of  a home,  and  local  authorities, 
themselves,  are  not  empowered  to  initiate  individual  as  well  as  mass 
improvement  of  homes.  Obtaining  the  tenant’s  written  consent  to  improvements 
presents  problems  too,  but  whether  Councils  should  be  permitted  to  dispense 
with  it  is  a moot  point.

Caravans  and  Camping 


The  post-war  housing  shortage  led  to  the  creation  of  quite  large 
residential  caravan  parks  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  Wisely,  the 
Council  adopted  a policy  opposed  to  residential  caravanning  so  that, 
with  the  exception  of  those  occupied  hy  employees  of  site  operators, 
all  the  caravans  in  the  District  are  of  the  recreational  kind.  This 
way  of  spending  a holiday  seems  to  increase  in  popularity  each  year 
and  properly  equipped  sites  must  be  available  to  satisfy  demand. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960,  prohibits 
the  use  of  land  as  a caravan  site  unless  a site  licence  has  been 
obtained  from  a local  authority.  The  authority  may  attach  conditions 
to  a site  licence  covering  such  matters  as  density  and  space  between 
caravans,  the  provision  of  hardstandings,  roads, water  supply,  fire 
fighting  equipment,  ablutionary  and  sanitary  facilities,  refuse 
disposal,  car  parking  and  recreational  space. 

Some  trouble  was  experienced  with  bonfires  of  refuse  at  one  of 
the  sites.  Efficient,  on-site  incineration  is  the  best  means  of 
disposing  at  source  of  all  but  a sterile  residue  of  refuse,  provided 
the  atmosphere  is  not  polluted  by  smoke  or  odour.  To  avoid  unsightly 
batteries  of  bins  which  have  to  be  provided  on  sites,  a bulk-container 
collection  service  at  least  merits  evaluation.

^Regulations  1 6 and  19  require  the  provision  of  adequate  sinks  and 
wash-hand  basins  with  hot  and  cold  supplies. 


All  the  work  done  in  the  year  to  promote  satisfactory  standards  of 
hygiene  in  food  business  was  of  an  advisory  and  educational  nature,  traders 
quickly  responding  to  intimations  of  unsatisfactory  conditions.  There  is 
scope  for  the  greater  use  of  single-service  "crocks",  cutlery  and  drinking 
vessels.  Washing-up  is  regarded  as  a thankless  chore  even  in  the  trade,  and 
convenience  and  economy  as  well  as  hygiene  can  be  cited  in  favour  of  their 
use. 

The  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  & Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations, 19^7 

This  legislation  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  19^7?  laying 
down  requirements  locally  affecting  itinerant  food  vendors  and  food 
delivery  vehicles.  Eight  notices  of  infractions  against  the  regulations 
were  served  during  the  year,  mainly  on  account  of  the  absence  of  hand- 
washing facilities. 
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Food  Complaints 


Ten  cases  of  foreign  substances  in  food  were  investiaged.  They 
varied  from  sand  in  canned  raspberries  and  a piece  of  metal  in  a '• 
chocolate  bar  to  mould  in  a prepacked  lolly/drink.  Legal  proceedings 
were  instituted  in  two  instances  as  follows? 

1.  Sale  of  Mouldy  Prepacked  Apricot  Pie  - 
Result  - A Fine  of  £15* 

2.  Sale  of  Sour,  Stale  and  Mouldy  Sausages  - 
Result  - A Fine  of  £15* 

Informal  action  ended  the  retail  sale  of  wild  watercress  collected 
from  sewage-contaminated  waters* 


Compulsory  Late  Stamping  of  Perishable  Foods 

Luring  the  year,  the  Council  discussed  this  subject.  The  arguments 
against  date-stamping  have  been  rehearsed  at  length  § that  it  tells  the 
shopper  nothing  about  the  freshness  of  the  food  before  it  is  packed,  how 
it  is  processed  or  how  it  is  stored  and  handled  in  the  shop,  that  it 
might  be  a deterrent  to  wrapping,  and  that  it  might  create  a black  market 
in  outdated  yet  fit-to-eat  food. 

Highly  perishable  foods  like  meat  pies  and  fresh  cream  should  have 
to  be  stamped  with  the  date  by  which  they  must  be  eaten,  their  Tlife’ 
being  determined  and  qualified  by  the  recommended  method  of  storage  after 
packing. 


Alfresco  Sales  of  Fish 


Reports  of  "riverside  auctions"  of  freshly  caught  fish  at  Felixstowe 
Ferry  were  received  and  investigated.  F&iereas,  hygienically,  the  sale  of 
whole  fish  in  this  way  is  a faultless  practice,  their  gutting  and  cutting 
on  grimy  boards  with  dirty  tools  is  highly  objectionable! for  the  millions 
of  bacteria  present  in  the  surface  slime,  on  the  gills  and  in  the  intestines 
of  the  fish  are  tiereby  spread  around.

It  was  a good  year  for  wasps.  They  alv/ays  do  well  when  a mild  spring 
is  followed  by  a dry  summer  and  an  unusual  abundance  of  honeydew  produced 
by  swarming  aphids  from  May  onwards  helped.  In  contrast,  houseflies  were 
relatively  scarce.  Apparently  this  is  an  accepted  phenomenon  of  a good 
’’wasp  year”  s the  wasps  preventing  the  houseflies  from  unduly  multiplying.
